note;  The  apothecary  shop  of  Jean  Pasteur  was  near  the  ordina¬ 
ry  of  Jean  Marot  on  Puke  of  Gloucester  street  in  Williamsburg 
and  Jean  Pasteur  signed  the  Will  of  -Tean  Marot. 

Quote  from  K.  A  .Brock  note:  the  name  Pasteur  is  now  invested 
with  world-wide  special  interest  through  the  recent  scientif¬ 
ic  discoveries  of  the  eminent  French  chemist  in  alleviation 
of  the.  dread  malidy,  hydrophobia.  A  curiosity  as  to  his 
descend  may  be  pardonable.  It  may  be  that  he  springs  from 
the  same  conscientious  strain  as  the  refugee  of  the  text. 

Fev.  James  Pasteur  appears  a3  "lecturer"  for  Norfolk  parish, 
Norfolk  county  in  1754 (Berrys  Church  Papers  of  Virginia, 
page  413).  William  Pasteur,  a  descendant  in  the  second  gene¬ 
ration,  probably  of  the  refugee,  was,  in  1752  an  apprentice 
with  Dr.  George  Gilmer  (surgeon,  physician,  and  apothecary 
in  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  and  the  ancestor  of  the  distinguis- 
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hed  Virginia  family  of  the  name*  and  served  as  a  surgeon 
in  the  Virginia  Line  during  the  Revolutionary  'Var*

I  hope  to  be  able  to  do  some  research  at  the  Historical  Society 
this  week,  and  any  information  I  run  across  that  I  think 

may  be  interesting  or  helpful  to  you  Will  be  sent  on. 

My  descent  is  from  Ann  Marot  who  married  JamesrrShie  Ids  of 
York  County,  and  down  through  the  A r n i s  t e a d s ,  Booths,  Tylers 
and  Mun fords .  j

Last  fall  before  I  had  though  of  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Huguenot  Society  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  an  all  day 
meeting  at  the  little  restored  Manakin  Church.  I  wonder  if 
you  have  seen  it?  As  you  probably  know  it  is  replica  of  the 
West over  Church;  and  is  very  lovely,  with  many  interesting 
memorials  to  the  Huguenots  who  founded  it. 

Genealogical  research  is  fascinating,  but  I  have  very  little 
time  to  indulge  in  it*,  however,  I  hope  I  will  soon  be  able 
to  send  you  some  additional  information.

I  wonder  if  you  knew  that  Jean  Marot  was  murdered  by  one 
Francis  Sharpe  in  Williamsburg?  I  have  found  a  number  of 
references  to  him  in  books  about  William  Byrd  of  Westover , • 
who  was  also  one  of  ray  ancestors.  Apparently  he  served  as 
secretary  to  Byrd  almost  immediately  upon  his  arrival  in 
Virginia  in  1700  and  was  still  employed  in  that  capacity 
in  1704.  Soon  after  that  he  must  have  opened  his  .tavern 
in  Williamsburg.  Colonial  Williamsburg  last  year  completed 
restoration  of  the  Marot  house  which  I  am  most  anxious  to 
s  ee .

Crawford  Bibb,  the  fifth  child  of  John  Dandridge  Bibb 
and  his  wife  Mary  Xenia  Oliver  and  Grandson  of  •  m*  rdbb  and 
Sally  xyatt  was  of  much  culture  and  caring  more  for  research 
than  many  of  his  relatives  wrote  a  "Record  of  the  Bibb  Family" 
which  has  been  mainly  followed  in  these  pages.  He  was  born  in 
1820*  In  the  spring  of  1865  Fr.  Bibb  undertook  a  mission  to 
Washington  City  armed  with  letters  of  introduction,  the  result 
of  one  of  which  was  a  personal  interview  with  President  Lincoln 
The  story  of  this  interview,  Fr,  Bibb  published  in  the  March 
and  April  numbers  of  the  "Gulf  Messenger"  1893*  The  date  of 
the  meeting  with  Lincoln  was  April  12,  1865.  Fr*  Bibb  was 
on  the  train  from  Baltimore  to  New  York  two  days  later  on  the 
fatal  night  of  the  14th  when  just  before  reaching  Philadelphia 
the  conductor  announced  the  assassination  of  Lincoln  and 
Reward*  Mr.  Fibb  felt  that  had  these  two  lived,  they  would 
have  prevented,  in  united  action,  the  horrors  of  the  years

'.rhe  'uguenots,  a  French  Protestant  group  who  followed  the 
teachings  of  Calvin,  for  many  years  enjoyed  religious  freedom 
protected  hy  the  diet  of  H antes  of  1598.  Turing  the  reign  of 
I.ouis  XIV,  however,  they  were  subjected  to  more  and  more  per¬ 
secution,  and  finally  in  1685  louis  XIV  revoked  the  Edict  of 
Nantes,  thus  outlawing  their  religion  in  France  and  in  effect 
driving  them  out  of  the  country.  William  I  IF  of  England  did 
all  he  could  to  help  these  religious  refugees,  and  in  1700 
he  and  the  Protestant  Belief  rund  financed  the  settling  in 
Virginia  of  a  large  group  of  iruguenots  then  in  '.England. 

•ill  ism  directed  that  a  part  of  the  money  thus  donated  be  set 
aside  for  the  purchase  of  Prater  Books  and  Fibles  and  for 
the  building  of  a  church  in  Virginia# 

luring  the  summer  and  fall  of  1700  several  ship- loads  of 
Huguenots  landed  at  Hampton,  Virginia#  They  were  immediately 
sent  up  the  James  River  to  a  point  twenty  miles  west  of 
Richmond  where  Filliam  Fyrd  had  arranged  for  them  a  grant  cf 
10,000  acres  stretching  for  five  miles  along  the  south  side 
of  the  river  and  centered  around  Hanakin  Town,  an  abandoned 
town- dtooTthe  Honacan  Indians. 

To  further  aid  these  Vanakin  Town  iuguenots,  the  Virginia 
House  of  Burgesses  on  December  5,  1700,  passed  -

An  act  making  the  French  refugees  inhabiting  at  Fan i kin 

towne  and  the  parts  adjacent  a  distinct  parrish  by  themselves 
and  exempting  them  from  the  payment  of  publick  and  county 
levyes  for  seaven  years# M 

The  act  declared  that  this  new  parish  would  be  called  Ping 
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William  Parish.  'Phis  act  did  much  to  encourage  the  Huguenots 
to  establish  a  permanent  settlement!  for  it  allowed  them  to 
collect  their  own  parish  tithes  (  taxes)  which  they  could  then 
use  to  support  their  own  church  and  community  efforts. 

In  early  1701,  under  the  leadership  of  Benjamin  de  Joux,  who 
had  been  ordained  by  the  Bishop  of  London  and  sent  as  minister 
to  the  Lanakin  7 own  ?!Uguenots,  they  built  the  first  church 
at  Hanakin.  This  church  was  probably  located  near  the  river 
and  about  half-way  between  the  two  creeks  now  known  as  Bernard 
Creek  and  Norwood  Creek,  the  boundaries  of  the  iruguenot  grant. 
It  was  reported  by  the  Swiss  traveler  F’rancis  Louis  Hichel  in 
1702  to  have  been  a  small,  octagonally  shaped  building.  He  also 
reports  that  at  that  time  L200  had  been  set  aside  to  build 
a  larger  building. 

De  loux  died  in  1704  and  was  succeeded  by  Claude  Phillippe  de 
Richebourg  who,  although  never  ordained  in  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  served  as  minister  until  1711  when  he  left  for  south 
Carolina.  In  1710  the  first  church  was  replaced  ty  a  second  one 
It  was  a  larger  building,  but  there  seems  to  be  nothing  to 
indicate  how  much  larger. 

When  de  Richebourg  left  in  1711,  Jean  Cairon  became  the  ministc 
at  Lanakin  and  was  the  last  regular  minister  of  Huguenot  descei 
After  his  death  in  1716  the  Vestry  had  to  rely  upon  ministers 
from  neighboring  communities,  normally  paying  them  twenty 
shillings  per  sermon,  and  lay  readers  appointed  by  the  Vestry. 
Tecause  of  the  necessity  of  relying  on  these  neighboring 
ministers  the  service  at  I’ an  akin  became  closer  to  that  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  the  use  of  the  English  Language  in  the 
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Church  became  more  frequent* 

TAiring  all  this  period  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  fulfilled 
a  quite  important  role*  each  year  they  set  the  amount  oi  the 
tithes  to  be  assessed  each  tithable*  and  with  this  they  con¬ 
ducted  the  affairs  of  the  church  as  well  as  supported  the  pau¬ 
pers  and  orphans |  looked  after  the  morals  of  the  community *  and 
periodically  hah  land  boundaries  resurveyed.  The  tithes  during 
this  period  were  not  paid  in  cash*  but  in  wheat*  maize*  and 
tobacco*  and  by  1717  the  Vestry  seldom  even  referred  to  pounds* 
shillings,  and  pence,  but  made  its  assessments  in  terms  of 
bushels  of  wheat  and  maize  and  pounds  of  tobacco*  A  typical 
assessment  might  be  one  bushel  of  wheat  and  one  bushel  oi  maize 

or  thirty  pounds  of  tobacco  per  tithable  for  the  year • 

Ty  17 CO  it  was  decided  that  there  was  a  need  for  n  new  church* 

The  second  church  had  been  built  in  1710*  apparently  as  a 
community  effort  rather  than  by  one  builder*  Curing  the  years 
following  it  had  undergone  constant  repair*  Since  the  fugue- 
note  had  moved  out  of  their  village  and  v/ere  now  living  on  the 
land  they  farmed*  it  was  decided  to  build  the  new  church  in  a 
more  central  location  at  the  junction  of  the  River  Road  and 
the  Terry  Road,  close  to  the  location  of  the  present  church* 
Thus  in  1730*  the  third  church  at  ‘‘an akin  was  built  at  a  cost 
of  31*600  pounds  of  tobacco*  or  approximately  L  130* 

It  was  a  much  larger  building  and  was  used  from  1730  until  189£ 
The  more  than  a  century  and  a  half  during  which  the  third 
church  was  in  use  sav?  many  changes  in  the  Tanakin  Town  area* 
Through  these  years  the  number  of  the  congregation  grew 
smaller*  It  was  during  this  period  that  the  Pethodist  movement 


was  beginning  to  3plit  off  from  the  Church  of  “Tigland. 

The  Manakin  congregation  were  among  those  caught  up  in  this 
turmoil,  and  in  the  spring  of  1780  an  important  meeting, 
attended  h y  Francis  Asbury,  was  held  at  Hanakln  Town  in  an 
attempt  to  find  a  solution  to  the  problems  which  troubled 
Anglic  anisic.  Han&kin  Church,  however,  was  held  together  dur- 
ing  the  years  that  followed  by  such  notable  and  self-sacri¬ 
ficing  men  as  the  Kev.  A.  B.  Wizard,  the  minister  from  185? 
to  1897. 

By  1895  it  became  evident  that  the  existing  church  was  too 
large  for  the  size  of  the  congregation,  so  in  that  year  it 
was  torn  down  and  the  fourth  Manakin  Church  was  built. 

With  the  emergence  of  modem  lighting  and  heating  facilities 
the  congregation  decided  that  the  fourth  church  was  no 
longer  adequate.  Therefore  in  1954, with  the  generous 
financial  help  of  the  National  Huguenot  Society  of  the 
Descendants  of  Manakin  Town  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  the 
fifth  Manakin  Church  was  built.  This  is  the  first  church  at 
Manakin  to  be  built  of  brick.  It  is  modeled  after  William 

Byrd 1  s  church  at  We stover,  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  state, 
and  thereby  serves  as  a  reminder  of  the  help  which  F-yrd 

gave  the  original  settlers  at  Kanakin  Town.

\  copy  of  an  article  appearing  in  the  'eptember  ,  1962  issue 
of  the  Pulaski  County  Historical  Cociety  Review  y  Little 
Hock,  Arkansas. 

Cne  of  the  pictures  included  in  this  issue  shows  the  Joe  K. 
Belcher  family  as  it  was  around  1907  (see  page  92  of  these 
records).  There  were  father,  mother,  and  ten  children. 

Josiah  Hie hoi  Felcher  was  horn  on  September  16,  1862,  in 
Jefferson  County,  Arkansas,  the  son  of  James  and  Henrietta 
Johnson  Felcher  of  Georgia.  James  Felcher  carae  to  Arkansas 
from  Georgia  when  he  was  an  orphan,  14  years  old.  He  first 
lived  on  a  farm  in  Jefferson  County.  Here  he  married  Henri¬ 
etta  Johnson  on  December  25,  1S40.  They  had  eight  children. 

Joe  K.  was  next  to  the  youngest. 

James  Felcher  later  bought  a  farm  ten  miles  above  Little 

V. 

Lock  on  the  north  side  of  the  Arkansas  River.  Here  he  lived 
the  rest  of  his  life  except  during  the  Civil  ‘-'ar  when  he  moved 
to  Little  Rock  and  rented  the  heme  of  ex-governor  William  S. 
Fulton,  called  "Rosewood  Cottage  located  on  the  site  where 
the  Governor’s  Mansion  now  stands. 

Joe  was  too  young  to  enter  the  Confederate  army,  being  only 
thirteen  years  old  when  the  war  closed.  His  oldest  brother, 
Ambrose  Javier  Belcher,  was  in  the  Confederate  army  and  v/ao 
killed  at  Filot  Knob,  Missouri.  Joe  attended  the  private  acad¬ 
emy  of  Loses  Hastman.  later  he  attended  Ft.  John’s  Co liege. 

In  1871  he  was  cited  as  one  of  the  ten  students  to  "attain 
first  distinction"  in  their  examinations.  Lie  later  attended 
the  T’niversity  of  Arkansas  and  T  ittle  Lock  Commercial  College. 
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After  hie  father’s  death, for  a  few  years  Joe  took  charge  of 
the  farm.  He  then  moved  to  Little  Hock  where  he  first  worked 
as  a  clerk  in  a  grocery  store,  then  in  the  Tost  Office.  He 
later  served  one  year  ss  deputy  collector  under  Matt  Corthen 
and  four  years  as  T'eputv  sheriff  under  Anderson  Hills  and 
Horace  Looker.  Kext  he  worked  for  the  A.  B. Worths n  Tank  for 
twenty- three  years.  It  was  then  at  Markham  and  louisi&na  Streets* 
The  last  few  years  of  his  life  he  spent  in  retirement.  He  died 
at  his  home,  1406  Summit,  September  15,  1933,  the  day  before  his 
e  ighty-  first  bi  rthday  . 

Cn  April  10,  1378,  doe  Belcher  married  Miss  Hal lie  Looker  Risen 
of  l  ittle  Hock.  The  wedding  took  place  at  the  home  of  the  bride ’a 
parents,  Mr.  and  John  William  Pi  son,  on  Fifth  and  Arch  Streets. 
The  large  brick  home,  which  had  tower  and  basement,  had  been 
purchased  by  Mr.  Rison  from  James  Komibrook  two  years  prior 
to  the  marriage  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Belcher. 

Mrs.  Belcher  was  Bailie  Rison,  the  daughter  of  John  William 
and  Harriet  Clifton  Risen  who  came  to  Arkansas  from  Virginia 
and  Tennessee.  Mrs.  Belcher  was  bom  January  1,  1858,  in  prai¬ 
rie  County,  Arkansas.  After  the  Civil  War  the  Rison  family  came 
to  little  Pock  to  live  and  their  first  home,  located  at  Fourth 
and  Spring  Streets,  was  bought  from  the  Roswell  Beebe  estate, 
""ith  her  sister,  lizabeth,  who  became  Mrs.  J.  A.  Pones, Sail ia 
Bison  attended  Mrs.  l/yra  1  cAlmont*  s  private  school.  .Che  also 
attended  the  I ittle  Rock  Public  "chools.  The  following  extract 
from  a  memoir  of  her  early  life  in  Little  Rock  was  written  in 
1950. 


' 
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"  y  sister  and  J  attended  a  school  taught  by  Hrs.;  yra 
HcAlmont  -Varner.  '  hen  the  city  opened  free  schools,  my  younger 
brother  George  and  myself  were  sent  to  Peabody  School,  and  then 
I  went  to  the  high  School  on  Seventh  and  Sherman.  I  remember 
my  days  at  Peabody  very  clearly.  Prof.  S  .R.  Right  sell  was  the 
principal.  I  remember  it  was  the  custom  every  rooming  to  open 
school  with  devotionals.  Prof.  Rightsell  would  read  a  chapter 
from  the  Psalms,  and  then  repeat  the  LorcPs  Prayer  in  unison, 
shat  a  blessing  to  think  that  we  had  started  the  day  right.” 

At  the  age  of  fifteen,  in  1873,  Sallie  went  with  her  father  to 
visit  in  Virginia.  She  went  again  in  1875, and  in  1876  she  visit-  j 
ed  the  World’s  "Centennial  Exposition”  at  Philadelphia.  In  her 
memoirs  she  tells  of  the  wonderful  experiences  brought  her  by

these  trips.  In  part  she  wrote,  ”  It  was  all  so  curious  to  me, 
so  many  things  I  had  never  soen-every  house  in  the  country  had 
a  bake-oven  in  the  yard  somewhere:  a  large  oven  of  brick  and

when  baking  day  came  once  a  week,  a  fire  was  made  in  this  oven 

| 

and  when  it  had  burned  to  hot  coals,  then  the  fire  was  pulled 
out  with  a  long  handled  rake  and  the  oven  was  swept  with  a  long 
broom  and  then  the  loaves  of  bread  which  had  been  set  to  rise 
in  baskets  were  placed  on  a  long  handled  wooden  paddle  and  put 
in  the  oven-  of  course  taken  out  of  the  baskets.  Pies  were 

baked  in  this  seme  way . "Cn  the  place  was  an  icehouse 

where  ice  was  put  in  the  winter  to  keep  for  summer  use . 

"here  were  many  things  to  interest  me.”  She  tells  of  the 
wonders  of  the  "Centennial  Exposition”  at  Philadelphia,  and  of 
her  trip  to  Pew  York  and  up  the  Hudson  to  Albany,  and  of  lier 
return  by  way  of  Piagara  Palls,  Petrol t,  and  Chicago.

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Two  yeor3  later, on  April  10,  1878,  she  and  Joe  Belcher  were 
married  and  went  to  the  T"elcher  home  ten  miles  above  Little 
Pock  to  live.  After  a  few  years  they  moved  back  to  Little  Lock; 
They  had  eleven  children,  ten  of  whom  appear  in  the  picture, 
(page  92)  For  many  years  they  lived  at  fourth  and  Spring  Street 
Their  later  years  were  spent  at  1406  Sunsnit,  now  the  home  of 
June  Belcher  and  Hrs.  E.U. Brock.  (Virginia  P.ison  Pelcher  Frock) 
After  she  had  finished  raising  her  family,  Krs.  Eelcher  (Sallis 
Booker  Bison  Fulcher)  was  especially  active  in  patriotic  soc¬ 
ieties  and  in  church  work  and  civic  organizations.  For  years 
she  was  a  leader  in  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy, 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Colonirts,  the  Daughters  of  1812,  and  the  Ark¬ 
ansas  Pioneers  Association.  She  was  also  an  active  member  of 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Church.  She  died  at  her  home,  1406 
Summit  Street,  August  18,  1947,  at  the  age  of  89.  Per.  and 
Mrs.  Pelcher  are  buried  in  Fount  Holly  Cemetery  in  Little  Rock

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JOHN  WILLIAM  RISON 
By  Virginia  Belcher  Brock 


Jolin  ’William  Risen  was  born  April  21,  1820  in  Amelia  County,  Virginia. 
His  parents  were  Peter  Rison,  born  Sept.  2,  1736,  died  Feb.  26,  18}4;  niar- 
ried  Jan.  17,  1814,  Sallie  Bibb  Booker,  daughter  of  Davis  Booker  and  Nancy 
Bibb,  born  Aug.  2y,  1789,  died  Aug.  1341  in  Amelia  County,  Virginia. 

At  an  early  age  he  left  with  his  parents  and  two  sisters  for  Tennessee 
where  they  settled  in  Franklin,  Williamson  County.  Peter  Rison  had  an 
older  brother  Ellery  Rison  living  in  Tetmcssee,  also  another  brother  Rich¬ 
ard. 


‘  At  the  age  of  nine  years  John  William  entered  as  a  student  of  the 
Male  Academy  under  the  control  and  the  management  of  the  Rev.'  Ja.me3  H. 
Obey  (afterwards  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee)  and  from  him  received 
almost  his  entire  education,  mastering  Latin  and  Greek  before  his  twelfth 
birthday.  •'

About  this  time  his  father’s  death  deprived  him  of  the  advanta^ 
a  college  education,  and  with  his  widowed  mother  and  two  sisters  returned 
to  Virginia  to  a  brother  of  his  mother — R.  D.  Booker  of  Amelia.  But  his 
high  tone  sensitive  nature  rebelled  at  the  feeling  of  dependence  on  a  rel¬ 
ative  of  affluence,  and  after  a  few  months  study  in  mathematics,  (at* what 
was  styled  an  old  field  school)  he  sought  and  obtained  employment  in  one 
cf  the  first  mercantile  houses  in  Petersburg,  remaining  there  until  the 
firm  changed  in  1840.  Then  that  strength  which  is  born  in  the  deep  sense 
of  suffering  hearts  and  intense  feelings  in  the  calmest  actions  predomina¬ 
ted,  he  solicited  the  advice  and  approval  of  his  mother,  and  determined 
to  seek  the  west.  With  scarcely  sufficient  means  to  defray  his  expenses 
very  far  on  horseback,  he  bade  farewell  to  all  he  loved  on  earth,  seeking 
for  them  in  his  bright  sanguine  expectations  a  home  and  independence,  but 
he  was  freighted  with  a  mother’s  prayers  for  success  in  life  and  a  crown 
of  immortality  which  was  verified  in  his  life  and  death.  He  stopped  in 
St.  Louis,  Missouri,  for  several  months  and  obtained  some  employment,  but 
suffering  with  malaria  he  changed  and  accepted  Arkansas  as  his  adopted 
state.  At  the  age  of  22  years  he  came  to  .Perryville  and  opened  his  lav/ 
practice;  he  v/as  also  a  school  teacher.  He  was  elected  clerk  of  the  Perry 
Circuit  Court,  which  office  he  filled  for  upwards  of  twenty  years.  The 
first  year  of  the  war  he  was  elected  Representative  of  Perry  County,  and 
later  joined  the  company  of  Roswell  Beebe  and.  L.  ?.  Matheny,  v/hc-  organized 
a  company  at  Perryville,  and  appointed  John  W«  Rison  Enrolling  Officer, 
and  afterward  he  v/as  Commissary  Officer  of  their  company .  Grandfather’s 
day  ledger  shows  that  he  supplied  a  company  of  Confederate  soldiers  with 
ammunition,  as  well  as  fitting  them  out  with  clothing  and  shoes. 


.When  he  first  went  to  Perryville  ho  bought  three  square  blocks  of 
land  and  built  his  house  of  hewn  logs  on  a  rock  foundation.  It  had  two 
rooms  on  each  side  of  a  wide  11  dog-trot ”  (breeseway )  and  a  porch  that  ex¬ 


tended  the  full  length  of  its  front. 


Soon  after  the  house  v/as  finished,  John  Risen  was  married  to  Harriet 
Clifton  Jones ,  in  1844,  daughter  of  William  and  Martha  Tucker  Clifton,  who 
were  among  Little  Rock’s  earliest  settlers.  At  once  the  house  in  Perry- 
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ville  began  to  be  the 
bought  six  lots  across 
a  log  school  house,  and 


center  of  community  affairs.  In  1849  John  Bison 
the  road  from  his  home  and  built  a  log  store  and 
opened  tho  first  real  school  the  town  ever  had. 


Vfnile  John  was  busy  with  the  above  activities  and  serving  two  years 
in  tho  State  Legislature,  Harriet  was  organising  a  Sunday  School  and  Meth¬ 
odist  Church,  both  of  which  wet  in  her  living  room  in  the  winter  and  in 
the  dog  trot  or  on  the  porch  in  summer.  Later  she  donated  land  for  a 
church  building,  had  materials  for  it  delivered  to  the  ground,  and  rounded 
up  townsmen  to  construct  it. 


Her  religious  zeal  never  diminished.  After  the  war,  in  IS65,  she  and 
John  moved  to  Little  Rock,  bought  and  moved  into  the  Roswell  Beebe  home  at 
4th  and  Spring  Streets.  In  1868,  Harriet  and  a  few  other  members  of  the 
Second  Methodist  Church  at  one  time  called  Little  Rock  Station,  organized 
still  another,  at  first  known  as  the  City  Mission.  It  is  now  V/infield. 


She  gave  Galloway  Methodist  College  (now  Harding  College)  at  Searcy 
the  famous  chimes  that  were  destroyed  a  few  years  ago  when  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Building  burned. 


In  1875  John  W.  bought  the  brick  mansion  which 
Hornibrook  at  ^ >th  and  Arch  Streets  and  lived  there 
death.  That  is  where  the  Coca-Cola  factory  is  locate 
Sallie  Risen  Belcher  was  married  from  there,  and  her 
Risen  Belcher  Brock  was  born  there  in  that  homo.

d  now.  Their  d aught e 
first  child,  Virgin! 
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When  John  was  stricken  with  what  he  knew  was  his  last  illness  he  wanted 
to  return  to  the  old  place  in  Perryville  to  die.  He  was  too  weak  to  make 
the  trip  overland  and  Fourche  La  Fave  river  was  at  too  low  a  stage  for 
steamers  to  navigate.  John  prayed  day  and  night  for  rain  to  fall  upriver 
and  his  prayers  were  answered.  He  was  taken  home  on  the  boat  and  lived 
only  less  than  a  day  but  died  happy.  He  was  buried  by  the  Masonic  Lodge 
from  the  Methodist  Church.

His  memory  was  somethin 
that  excited  astonishment,  so  accurate  was  it  and  undeviating.  Ho  coul„ 
go  over  a  subject  again  and  again  without  a  word  or  syllable  misplaced. 
He  was  looked,  up  to  for  guidance,  and  by  none  more  so  than  myself. 


Grandfather  and  Grandmother  are  buried  in  the  family  burying  ground 
in  the  corner  of  the  orchard  at  the  old  home  place,  which  is  now  the  heme 
of  Percy  Risen  and  family,  son  of  Richard  Rison.  It  .v/as  in  1884  that 
Grandfather  Rison  deeded  the  log  house  to  Richard.  His  son  Percy  and  wife 
Edna  have  modernized  the  house;  it  has  electricity,  gas  and  running  water, 
and  is  ready  to  shelter  the  Rison  family  for  at  least  another  hundred 
years.

The 
funeral  v.ras  Jan.  ^>th,  1961,  from  the  Methodist  Church  in  Pcrryvilie  thru 

his  Grandmother  organized. 
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Glimpes  of  Yesterday  from  Article  in  Arkansas  Gazette 
Harriet  Clifton  Rison,  wife  of  Cohn  William  Risen, 
was  born  in  Yilson  county,  Tennessee,  October  4,  1822, 
daughter  of  William  Clifton  and  "liznbeth  Tucker  Clifton. 

She  came  to  Arkansas  in  1833,  the  eighth  of  eleven  child¬ 
ren,  who  had  such  old-fashioned  names  as  Elizabeth,  Atcey, 
Priscilla,  Abigail,  Edwin,  Salathi el, Joshua,  Harriet  Caroline, 
Martha,  Jane  and  William.  Coining  in  Wagons,  the  Clifton 
settled  about  20  miles  west  of  Little  Rock  near  Fort  Smith 
road.  Following  her  marriage  to  John  William  Rison  of  Amelia 
county,  Virginia,  in  1843,  Mrs.  Rison  went  to  Perryville  to 
reside,  where  Mr.  Rison  taught  school,  engaged  in  general 
merchandise  business  and  practiced  law.  He  served  as  clerk 
of  Ferry  county  for  many  years.  At  the  close  of  the  war 
between  the  states  Hr.  and  Mrs.  Rison  and  their  eight  child¬ 
ren  came  to  Little  Pock  to  reside  at  the  house  on  Fourth 
and  Spring  streets,  purchased  from  the  Roswell  Beebe  estate. 
The  family  lived  there  until  1876  when  Mr  Ri  son  bought  the 
large  brick  home  of  James  Homibrook,  Fifth  and  Arch  streets. 
The  strict  discipline  and  the  religious  training  in  the  child 
hood  home  of  Mrs.  T:ison  kept  their  impression  throughout 
her  life.  She  was  strong  in  her  convictions.  Lhe  never  atteik 
ed  a  theatre  and  objected  to  card  playing  and  dancing. 

She  was  a  charter  member  of  ’’/infield  t'emorialnHethodist 
church  and  contributed  freely  to  the  church  and  calls  of  the 
needy.  She  gave  SI, 000  toward  the  purchase  of  a  clock  and 
chimes  for  Galloway  College  during  the  first  year  of  the 
late  Dr.  John  H.  Dye's  presidency  of  that  school,  "hen  the 
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college  burned  the  clock  and  chimes  wer«  destroyed. 

Mrs.  Hi  son  died  in  Little  Lock  September  14,  1901,  the  date 
which  marked  the  death  of  President  McKinley.  She  was  buried 
at  the  family  butying  ground  at  Ferryville,  near  the  old  home. 
Mrs.  J.  K.  Pelcher,  who  was  Sallie  Risen,  Richard  S*  Ri son 
of  Ferryville  and  Albert  Risen  of  Alabama  are  the  three  sur¬ 
viving  of  the  eight  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Li  son.  The  late 
Mrs.  J.  A.  Pones  of  Little  Kockrwas  Elizabeth  Bison. 

Prs.  Pi  son  *  s  husband  ,  who  was  highly  esteemed  in  the  Masonic 
order  as  grand  lecturer  and  recorder,  was  noted  for  his  beau¬ 
tiful  penmanship,  by  which  many  of  the  records  are  now  pre¬ 
served.  He  was  the  son  of  Peter  Bison,  officer  of  the  Par 
of  1812,  and  Sallie  Fooker  Bison,  and  some  of  his  ancestors 
were  Samuel  Cobbs,  Capt.  Lillian  Bibb  of  the  Revolutionary 
Par  and  Col.  Lillian:  Ball,  a  protector  of  the  American 
colonists  against  the  Indians.

’y  grandfather,  Richard  Ellery  Bison,  was  bora  in  Ferryville, 
Arkansas,  on  October  21,  1852  and  died  there  on  August  19, 
1935,  in  tho  same  house  in  which  he  was  tom.  His  father 
John  William  Bison  served  the  Confederate  Cause  as  Enrolling 
and  later  as  Coraaiosary  officer  of  a  company  organized  at 
Ferryville  by  Boswell  Beebe  and  L.T.  Uatheny. 

Since  Richard  was  a  boy  of  only  nine  years  at  the  beginning

of  the  ’Far  Between  the  States,  the  part  he  played  in  assist¬ 
ing  the  Southern  Cause  was  a  minor  one.  I  have  heard  him  tell 
of  the  time  when  a  scouting  company  of  Yankee  soldiers  was 
in  the  vicinity  and  he  took  the  horses  from  his  father's 
farm  to  a  safe  and  secluded  spot  deep  in  the  heavily  wooded 
"bottom- land"  near  an  Arkansas  Bayou  where  ho  tied  them  and 
kept  them  quiet  all  day  until  the  danger  from  the  raiding 
party  hadcpassed. 

Since  his  father,  as  Commissary  Officer,  often  provided  some 
of  this  food  as  well  as  ammunition,  clothing  and  shoes  for  the 
company  being  enrolled  and  drilled  at  Berryville,  it  was  not 
unusual  for  Hi chard  to  go  with  his  father  on  deer  hunts  into 
the  surrounding  mountains*  A  pack  of  twelve  deer  hounds  was 
kept  at  the  family  home  which  had  been  built  by  John  William 
Id  son  soon  after  he  came  to  Ferryville  in  1842.  Cn  the  porch 
that  extended  the  full  length  of  the  front,  there  were  often 
deposited  the  frozen  carcasses  of  from  one  to  ten  "bucks"  after 
one  of  these  winter  hunting  expeditions.  Barbecued  venison  was 
a  dish  which  appeared  frequently  on  the  family  table. 

As  a  young  man,  Richard  took  part  in  the  Brooks- Baxter  war  of 
1374  in  Little  Bock,  when  Gov.  Baxter  was  ousted  by  Brooks, 
causing  a  gathering  of  about  3,000  armed  men,  volunteers  from 
all  parts  of  the  state. 

Grandfather  Richard  was  quite  a  story  teller  and  always  when 
ho  was  talking,  Bother  would  "hush"  the  children  saying  "  Fait 
till  Grandpa  is  through"  One  impatient  child  said  "  But  he 
never  does  get  through". 

Bov/  it  seems  that  these  reminiscences  around  the  six  foot 
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fireplace  pi^ed  high  with  burning  oak  and  pine  logs  were  all 
too  few.
